that there were at Cadiz, beſides French and Dutch 
a Ship or two with Imperial Colours-loading Goods 
for America. Sir Jobn Norris is ſailed with above 
Twenty Men of War of Sixty, Seventy, and Eigh 
Guns to the Coaſt of Galicia, but I fear he will Ind 
it impracticable to enter Ferrol, and burn the Shi 
there, it being ſo well fortify'd, and the Entrance 10 
narrow, and pretty long, with a Number of Guns on 
both Sides, and a m, or Chain acroſs: The 
Strength of the Spaniſb Fleet is now there, bein 
eighteen or twenty Ships, wich thoſe that went thirhes 
from Cadiz; they are in a bad Condition, as we are 
informed, many Men fick and dead, and in want of 
every Thing; as are alſo the Troops in thoſe Provin- 
ces, tho' intended, when ordered thither, to make a 
Deſcent upon us, which they ſoon found impracticable, 
for want of all Things neceſſary for it, tho' we had 
no Fleet to oppoſe them ; but I believe thoſe Re- 
folutions were taken to amuſe the King of Spain, 
who thought he could conquer the World, but find- 
ing thoſe Things, and the Taking Minorca, but Chi- 
meras, and hearing, at laſt, when they could keep it 
no longer from — es your Succeſs at Porto Bello, 
and fince at Chagre, has put his Majeſty, as I hear by 
the Bye, into a Fit of Melancholy, that if the Queen 
did not hinder, in all Probability he would reſign: 
No doubt but he was made to believe, that the 
 Tvench would join him, and we having no Allies, 
which I think is no Wonder, conſidering how we 
left them in the Lurch, and forced them into a dif- 
Honourable Peace, the Spaniards thought, and not 
without Reaſon, that with the French Afſiſtance, th 
could be too many for us; how long the French wi 
keep out of the War cannot be known, but the Loſs 
of their Commerce in the Galleons and Flota, if it 
continues, will certainly incline them to come into it 
at laſt; I we ſhall find ſome” Allies, if they 
ſhould, or ele ſuch a War would be” heavy upon 
us; tho“ it would be a great Prejudice to their Trade, 
which has prodigiouſly encreaſed ſince the — 
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and is much more advantageous to their Nation than 
War can be: There are, as uſual, great Expectations 
from this Expedition, if the Soldiers do not fall fick 
and die, as they uſed to do formerly, ſomething conſi- 
derable will, vo doubt, he done. I don't know whe- 
ther the Time of Year will be proper to go firſt to 
the Havannab, for Fear of the Norths ; if not, I fee

uſeleſs: Had we, inſtead of the Expence we have been 
at, ſcoured the Seas at home with ſeparate Men 
War, and drove away the Privatcers, who have prey 'd 
on our Trade, and infeſted even our very Coaſts, keep- 
ing, at the ſame Lime, a ſufficient Strength againſt 
any Attack, our Merchants had been much better ſa- 
tisfied, and we had given leſs Umbrage and Offence 
to. France, whilſt we might have done our Buſineis in 
another Place more effectually. This I hope we ſhall 
ſtill do; and I own I have great Confidence in Lord 
Cathcart, becauſe I am. ſure he comes determined to 
co- operate with you, and be guided by you, in every 
Thing that ſhall ,be Judged or the Honour and Inte- 
reſt of Great-Britain : Lau will find him a very able 
Man, .with great Spirit, Honour and Judgment; and 
I have formerly heard Lord Mar{borough commend 
him extremely as a Soldier. Whilſt you two agree, and 
for the Sake of your Country I hope you always will 
what may not this Nation expect? We one and all 
cry out there is no 1 ran on the Faith of Trea- 
ties; ſomething muſt be obtained to keep the Spani-

longer rely on bare Promiſes only, for the Security of 
our Navigation and Commerce; Take and Hold, is the 
Cry; this plainly points out Cuhe, and if the People 
of England were to give you In ructions, I ta ven- 
ture to ſay, Ninety-nine in a Hundred would be for.

Theſe 
we may take and hold, and theſe will give us the 
Key to the Weſt Indies. Thus does every Man in 
Eigland reaſon, except very few, who may be careful 
of giving Offence to France, and fancy Peace may be 
rendered more difficult by this Maxim of Taking and 
Holding. Perhaps likewiſe the- People o Famaice 
may not be. very- forward to encourage an Attempt 
againſt Cuba, imagining it may leſſen the Value of 
their Lands in Jamaica; but ſuppoſing this were true, 
of what Weight is fuch a Confideration when 
into the National Scale; ſurely Cuba may be made of 
infinitely more Importance to the Mother Country;

I make 
no CY but that, with a right Conduct, it might

When the Squadron failed from Cadiz 
I mean the Spaniſh Squadron, every Body believed 
they were gone directly to the Weſt Indies, and Sir 
Chaloner Ople will tell you, that if he found it fo, he 
had Orders to follow them. When it was found that 
they came to Ferrol to joyn the Squadron there, it 
was very well known, that the Spaniargs then intended 
to make a Deſcent on England and Ireland, and great 
Numbers of Troops were brought into Galicia ; and 
the Duke of Ormond, &c. ſent for for that Purpoſe, who 
refuſed to undertake it; and the Troops remained in 
that Province *till they were almoſt ftarved ; when 
they found that Project would net do, and what Fleet 
we could make were fitted out, which could not get 
out of the Channel in Time, they went away to 55 
Weſt Indies, I believe in a very bad Condition, 2 
Ships not having been fitted for ſuch wen e, as 
hope they will find to their Coſt. It was ft intend- 
ed to ſend Lord Cathcart with fix Men of War oh 
but when we found the French declared they would 
not ſuffer us to make any Conqueſts in the Span 
Weft Indies, and ſent firſt the Breff, and afterwards 
the Toy/on Squadron to the Weſt Indies, which, for 
my Part, I never imagined that they would venture 
to do, and I dare ſay, they will dearly repent it, we 
were then obliged to add more Ships, ſo as to make 
you at leaft equal to all thoſe Squadrons. I need not 
tell you how much Time it neceflarily takes up to 
prepare and victual ſo large a Squadron for a Voyage 
to the Weſt Indies, nor how difficult it very often is to - 
get them out of the Channel, when they are ready 
to ſail, as this Year, both Winter and Summer, we 
have experienced : And I thought it would not be 
amiſs for both French and Spaniards to be a Month or 
two in the V Indies before us, provided the Trea- 
ſure was not ready to embark in that Time, that th 
might be half dead, and half roaſted before our Flee 
An Ned as I don't doubt but it has happened t6 them ;

I never thought, nor do yet, that the French 
pompous Declaration of protecting the Spaniards was 
intended for more than to amule the King of Spain, 
and make him believe, that they were in earneſt, in 
order to prevent his reſigning, which he was very near 
doing, and to get his Orders for great Part of the 
Treaſure to be put on board their Ships, many of their 
Bankers and Merchants being broke tor want of it, 
and if they get that, or any conſiderable Part of it, 
they will come away and leave the Spaniards to de- 
fend themſelves in the Weſ# Indies, as well as they can; 
Time will ſhew whether I gueſs right or no, but 
I think they will be obliged to come away for Want 
of Provifions, whether they get the Money, or not; 
and, I think, they will avoid meeting with you if ny 
can ; for it does not ſeem to me, that they are inclin 
to have a War with us, and I ſhall be glad if we 
have not, we ſhall deal with the Spaniards the bet- 
ter, but if Hoſtilities are begun in the Weſt Indies, 
the Conſequence muſt be a War in Europe.

1 gena Harbour, by Captain Laws, were very 
agreeable here to every Body but the Family of Beau- 
c/erk ; other Families, no doubt, are ſorry for the Lois 
of their Relations: But for the Succeſs at Cartbagena, 
I heartily congratulate you upon it. L think you have 
done great — to our Corps, and by giving 
them fo inconſiderable a Share in the Action, have 
given; no Cauſe for thoſe in the Land Service to- 
complain, which bas often been the Cafe, though for 
the- moſt part unreaſonable.

Combination of the whole World to force us to yield 
it back again. The Poſſeſſion of that Ifland muſt be 
of vaſt Utility to us, and make this Country for ever 
Maſters at Sea, in that Part of the World, from whence 
all the Riches flows to Europe. Peru and Mexico 
might be the Property of the Spaniards, under our 
Protection, whilſt they ſuffered us to enjoy a reaſona- 
ble Proportion of the Trade, which the French have 
almoſt engroſſed for many Years paſt ; but if ever they 

nded to uſe us again, as wy formerly did, you 
wg ſhewn them, that even thoſe Kingdoms may be 
taken from them likewiſe. God Almighty ſend you 
Succeſs in whatever you undertake ; and may you 
finiſh your Career with the ſame Glory to yaurſelf, and 
Advantage to your Country, that you have begun it.

the South Sea Company ſome Years at Guatimalla, 
Where he ſeems. to me to be particularly acquainted, 


as well as with all the Coaſt to Honduras and Cam- 


peacky, where he has often been upon the Logwood 
Fea e, and commanded a Ship of 30 Guns; I have 
had an Acquaintance with this Man, and ſhould, be- 
fore now, have ones of ſending him over; and I 
ſhould make no Scruple, tho? he has not been in the 
Navy, of 1 * him Captain of a Sloop, but while 
Enterprizes of reming'y much more Conſequence, 
were continually talk'd on here, the Mention of a 
Scheme for the River Dulce, and Lake of Micaraqua, 
would look like ſuch a Trifle, that it would not be 
heard of, to divert our Forces from purſuing thoſe 
great Projects, that have been recommended; though 
1000 Men, and one Ship with Sloops, would poſſi 
do great Matters in that Part of the Continent, which 
is certainly very rich, and have never been diſturbed; 
nt the Scheme will explain it to you better than 
can write it. I do not mean by taking or plundering 
owns, but by taking their ſmall Fortifications bn 
thoſe Rivers, and then having a Communication with 
the native Spaniards and'Indians, and a very advan- 
tageous Trade with them, who are as much Enemies 
bo the Governors, and European Spaniards, as we are; 
ſor Ir. over the Natives, both Creol Spa- 
pier and Indians, that C pin Les ag, that when 
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he reſided at Guatimalla 30,000 Indians, who inhas 
bited near La Vera Paz, revolted from the Spaniards, 
and he believes are ſtill in the Revolt: It is leſs than 
four Years ago that he was there; and ſays, that if 
we would ſend but 1000. Men, commanded by a dif- 
crete Officer, and carry them Arms, which they would 
ay for, they would immediately join us and defy the 
Toni Government. One of the Reaſons of my be- 
ing backward in propoſing this, is, that I am always 
afraid of our Fng/iþ Conduct, and the Behaviour of 
Soldiers, when they come into a Country of Plenty, 
who being under little or no Order or Diſcipline, would 
be for robbing and abuſing the Indiant, that ſhould 
come over to them, and perhaps abuſing their Wo- 
men, which might provoke the Indians to leave them, 
and reconcile themſelves to the Spaniards, as I am tol 
the Darien Indians have done. I wrote to the Gover- 
nor about this before, upon his ſending me the Expe- 
dition of Mr. Hodoſon, with the Muſquito Indians, 
who wanted the Knowledge and Experience of ws 4 
tain Lee; and the N ſeem to be in no Condi- 
tion to undertake any conſiderable Enterprize: Perha 
ſuch a Thing, when you come to. know it perteclly 
may be thought of, it may be with the Americans 
only, if they ſhould be proper for ſuch Service; but 
T am much afraid that the Soldiers in general, will 
not recover at Jamaica, eſpecially if they can get 
Rum.
